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Annual Sanitary Report for Rangoon for the Year 1921. 


Climatic Conditions :—Details of meteorological data for Rangoon are given 
in Annual Form A attached to this report and call for no special comment. 


The total rainfall amounted to 100-29 inches showing 3-76 inches higher than 
the average for the previous five years and 6°38 inches higher than the rainfall 
in 1920. 


Population:—The 1921 Census gives the population of Rangoon as being 
341,962, a decennial increase of 48,646. 


The estimated population for 1921 based on the 1901 and 1911 Census 


figures was 334,476. The difference between the 1921 Census population and the 
éstimated population for the year amounted to 7,486. 


Births and Birth-rates :—The number of births registered during the year was 
6,254 as compared with 6,319 births in 1920. The birth-rates for the two years 
on the Census population of 1921 and 1911 respectively works out at 18:29 and 
21:54, The highest birth-rate was recorded: in South Kemmendine and the 
lowest in Cantonment. These rates were 25:98 and 6°65. 


Male births exceeded female births in the proportion of 106-4 to 100.

Deaths and Death-rates.—12,066 deaths were cegistered during the year. In 
1920, 12,140 deaths were registered. The death-rates on the Census populations 
for the two years work out at 35:28 and 41:39 respectively. 630 of the total 
deaths occurred amongst individuals not normally resident in Rangoon but who 
had come to Rangoon during their final illness and died in Rangoon, The number 
of deaths registered and the death-rates for the last 5 years is given in the Table

Of the 2,018 infant deaths, 1,633 were born within Municipal limits and 385 
Were born outside such limits. 
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227 confinements leading to the birth of these infants took place. at the 
Dufferin Hospital. 1,091 of the confinements were attended by unqualified 
midwives, 186 by qualified midwives, 71 by the Society for Promotion of Infant 
Welfare and 58 by relatives, etc. 


. In 1920, 6,319 births were registered in Rangoon. 


Inquiries into the deaths of such of these infants dying before completing 
their first year showed that 1,578 of them died. The mortality rate works out 
at 249.73. 


Of these 1,578 infants, 675 died in the first month, 197 in the second month, 
188 in the third month, 101 in the fourth month, 61 in the 5th month, 54 in the 
sixth month, 53 in the seventh month, 47 in the eighth month, .52 in the ninth 
month, 47 in the tenth month, 60 in the eleventh month and 33 in the twelfth 
month.

1,095 confinements were attended by mid-wives for the Society. for the 
Promotion of Infant Weifare. 31 of these cases were sent on by the Society’s 
midwives to the Dufferin Hospital, the remainder were attended by the Society’s 
nurses and resulted in 515 live male births and 416 live female births, 


The Society’s returns show only 86 infants born under its auspices as dying 
before completing their first year of life. 34 of these deaths occurred before the 
end of the first month, 40 before the end of the sixth month and 12 before the end 
of the twelfth month. 


Plague.—During the year 1,229 cases of Plague were recorded showing a . 


case mortality rate of 92°62 as compared with 1,210 cases and 1,127 deaths in the 
preceding year with a case mortality rate of 93.14. 


The disease was at its height inthe month of July. The age period most 
affected was between 10—15 years and the: Burmese Community suffered more 
heavily than other Communities in the town. 


230 cases were treatedin Hospital and of these 162 died, giving a case 
. mortality of 70°43. 999 cases were treated in their homes of whom 964 died, 
giving a case mortality of 96.49. Of the total number of cases, 32 were ascertained 
to have been imported. 


Inoculatson.—4,495 persons were inoculated during the year under review. 
Of these 3,428 cases were carried out by the Jail Authorities and the remairder 
by the Medical Officers cf the Health Department. 


Cleaning and Dwinfection.—5,532 premises were cleaned and 1,594 disin- 
fected by the Plague staff. Houses in the poorer quarters of the Town were as 
usual cleaned free of cost. 


Destruction of Rats.—4,05,178 rats were destroyed during the year. 17,936 
were examined at the Plague Laboratory and 108 were reported to be Plague 
‘infected. The corresponding figures for 1920 were 3,45,750 destroyed, 14, 114 
-examined and 87 found infected. 
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Cholera. —125 cases of cholera were reported during the year, Of these 36 
were found to be imported. The death-rate for the year was -30 and the average 
for the previous 5 years was *33. 


The majority of the cases occurred in the months of January, April and 
December. . 49 cases of Cholera were treated in the Hospital of which 35 died 
giving a case mortality rate of 71.43 and 76 cases were treated at home of which 
66 died giving a case mortality rate of 86.84. 


Small-pox.—Only 96 cases of Small-pox were reported during the year of 
which 21 were found to be imported, The deaths numbered 18 and the death- 
rate was *05. 


In 1920 the total cases amounted to 467 with 120 deaths and a death-rate 
of +41, The average for the previous 5 years is ‘84. 


4 deaths occurred amongst vaccinated cases in which scars were visible, 7 
deaths amongst cases said to have been vaccinated in infancy in which no scars 
were visible and 7 deaths amongst unvaccinated. 


In the case of children under 5 years of age, one was vaccinated and none 
died. 5 were unvaccinated, of these 3 died. 2 cases were said to have been 
vaccinated in infancy but no marks were visible, of these one died. 


83 cases including 5 cases of the previous year were treated in the Hospital of 
which 9 died giving a case mortality rate of 10°84. 18 cases were treated at home, 
of which 9 died giving a case mortality rate of 50-00. 


Influensa.—228 deaths from Influenza were recorded during the year as. 7 
compared with 813 in the previous year. A statement showing Influenza deaths

Notification of Diseases.—In June 1921, Enteric Fever, Puerperal Septi- 
cemia, Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis, Chicken-pox, Measles and Diphtheria were 
added to the list of notifiable aiseties for a period of one year. From June to the 
end of the year the cases and deaths reported were as follows :—Measles-18 cases,

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deaths-nil, Chicken-pox 44 cases, deaths nil, Diphtheria 7 cases, 2 deaths, Cerebro- 
Spinal Meningitis 29 cases, 18 deaths, Enteric Fever 79 cases, 24 deaths Puerperal 
Fever 15 cases, 8 deaths. In 14 of the 15 cases of Puerperal Fever an unqualified 
Midwife attended the confinement. 

Influenza Hospital :—The buildings which were erected in East Rangoon 
for use as an Influenza Hospital in the event of a severe outbreak of Influenza 
were handed over for use as a Charitable Hospital and Dispensary under the 
auspices of Sri Ramakrishna Sevasram on condition they should terminate the 
occupancy of the building at a 14 days’ notice from the Municipality. 

Swami Shyamananda superintends the working of this Charitable Dispensary 
which treats both in-patients and out-patients. Under the guidance of the Swami, 
this Hospital has done most excellent work and is very popular with the poorer 
classes for whose benefit it was started. 


Contagious Diseases and Observation Hospitals. 


Buildings.—The question of the new pucca Hospital is under consideration. 

Staff—Dr. K. R. Dalal, Assistant Health Officer, took over charge of the 
Hospitals on the 26th January 1921. 

From July 1921 a revised staff was sanctioned. 


The services of three Sub-Assistant Surgeons lent by the Inspector-General 
of Civil Hospitals were retained as a temporary measure. 

Assistant Surgeon H. J. Parekh who was also lent by the Inspector-General 
of Civil Hospitals resigned his Government appointment of Temporary Assistant 
Surgeon and joined the Municipal Service from the 14th October 1921. 

Contagious Diseases Hospital,—The total number of admissions into the 
Hospital was 889, of these 773 being males and 116 females, The corresponding 
figures for the preceding year being total 1,361 (1,214 males and 147 females). 
The daily average attendance in 1921 was 26 as compared with 43 in the previous 
year. The largest number treated on any one day during the year was 73 as com- 
pared with 109 in 1920. Of the total number admitted, 134 were voluntary 
admissions. The total number of deaths during the year was 238, giving a death- 
rate of 26:77 as compared with 159 of the previous year, giving a death-rate of 
11-68. The higher death-rate for the present year can, in a measure, be 
accounted for by the fact that Plague cases are now being admitted into the 
Contagious Dieases Hospital, such cases being previously treated in the Special 
Plague Hospital which is now being used as an Observation Hospital. 

Various Races treated,—Of the total number of cases admitted, 26 were 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians, 68 Burmese, 203 Mohammedans, 556 Hindus and 
36 Other Classes.

The small number of deaths was due to this Hospital being used as an 
Observation Hospital and not for Plague purposes,

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Dispensary at Dalla.—The Committee sanctioned the proposal to open a 
Charitable Dispensary at Dalla. The plans and estimates are being prepared for 
alterations of the house now used as a Registration and Vaccination Depot to 
accommodate the Dispensary asa temporary measure. The Dispensary will be 
under the charge of the Medical Registrar, Dalla. 


Rs. 17,950 has been set aside for constructing a Registration and Vaccina- 
tion Station and Dispensary at Dalla. 


Ambulances.—Three Ambulances are now in commission including the one 
for removal of infectious diseases cases referred to in my previous report,

Free use of one of the Ambulances by the Society for the Promotion of Infant 
Welfare for conveying patients to the Dufferin Hospital, was granted by the 
Municipal Committee in April 1921. 


Markets.—Markets were, as usual, regularly inspected by Assistant Health 
Officers. 


Laboratory.—The Municipal Analyst was appointed on the 19th August 
1921. 


The Laboratory was not in full working order by the end of the year but very 
early in 1922 all Municipal chemical work was being done there and now the staff 
are also prepared to do ordinary Municipal bacteriological work. 


Jerked Meat.—The Port Trust Authorities continue to report the arrival of 
all consignments of Jerked Meat to the Municipal Health Officer. Such meat is 
then inspected by a Sanitary Inspector before delivery and meat found to be in 
bad condition is destroyed. 


Ghee.—69 samples of Ghee were taken during the year. 25 were reported 
to be adulterated. 21 cases were tried under the Ghee Act—17 for adulteration, 3 
for refusal to sell sample for analysis and one for keeping substance for adultera- 
tion, of which 20 prosecutions were successful. ‘Lhe fines imposed amounted to 
Rs, 1,155 plus costs Rs, 20. 


The remaining case was acquitted as the witness could not properly identify 
the accused, 


Burial Grownds.—As the Burmese portion of the Municipal Cemetery at 
Hanthawaddy Road, Kemmendine, is almost fully used up, the Committee 
sanctioned to purchase as much land as possible adjoining the Hindu portion of this 
burial ground fora sum of Rs. 1,00,000 and to keep same in reserve until the 
land already allotted to the several Communities is quite used up. 


Permission was granted to the residents of Chauk-Nun-But village to bury their 
dead in the Monywa Seikgyi Burial Ground which is outside the Municipal limits, 
with the previous approval of the Deputy Commissioner, Hanthawaddy District. 
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_ Land comprising 6°326 acres has now been acquired for the extension of the 
Mohammedan and Burmese burial ground at Dalla. 


A burning ground has been opened for the use of Hindus at Dalla. 


Public Urinals & Latrines.—20 Public Urinals were provided on the Back 
Drainage Spaces during the year 1921-22. 


Back & Side Drainage Spaces.—The whole of the drainage spaces in Block 
G and half of G1 were paved during the year 1921-22. 


Reclamation.— The total area of Government land reclaimed during the year 
was 61 acres. 


22-414 acres were equipped with roads. 


1,953 running feet of main drainage channels and 14,020 running feet of 
surface drains were constructed. 


Water & Sewage Improvements.—Sealed sewer main from Mogul Street along 
Merchant Street, Mayo Street and Monkey Point Road, was renewed. ) 


Private and Intermediate Manholes were built up and the existing private 
Manholes in Blocks G and G1 were taken out. 


6" gravitating sewers in back drainage space were made between Tseekai 
Maung Taulay Street and 31st Street in Block D3. 


6" Water main from Hteedan Street to Kemmendine Strand Market also 
were made. 


No new block was taken over. 


Staff.—Dr. H. H. Marshall, one of the Assistant Health Officers, returned 
from leave on the 19th April 1921. | 


Another Assistant Health Officer, Dr. J. Hormasji, went on one month and 
ten days’ privilege leave from the 18th April 1921. 


Dr. K. R. Dalal was appointed as third Assistant Health Officer from the 
26th January 1921. 


Mr. D. M. Gangolli was appointed as Analyst for the Municipal Laboratory 
from the 19th August 1921. | 


Against the four appointments of Supervisors of Registration and Vaccination 
sanctioned, three Assistant Surgeons were appointed. Of these three, 2 resigned and 
their places were filled in by Sub-Assistant Surgeons as Temporary Medical 
Registrars. 


For the Dalla Dispensary, one 2nd grade Sanitary Inspector, 1 Compounder 
and an allowance of Rs. 25 for one of the Medical Registrars (Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon) for holding charge of the Dispensary was sanctioned, He will also be 
in charge of the Registration and Vaccination of the Circle. 


Vaccination Report for the Year 1921-22. 


The total number of vaccinations performed during the official year 1921-22 
was 42,630. This figure includes 18,366 passengers who were vaccinated on 
arrival of steamers by Municipal Vaccinators under instructions of the Port Health 
Authorities. 


Of the total number of vaccinations recorded, 26,890 were primary vaccina- 
tions and 15,740 were re-vaccinations. 
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ia The corresponding figures for the year 1919-20 and 1920-21 were 48,219 

Faae (16,290 primary and 31,929 re-vaccinations) and 34,603 (22,322 primary and 
% 12,281 re-vaccinations) showing an increase of 10,600 in primary operations and 
A 16,189 decrease in re-vaccinations as compared with the figures of 1919-20 and an 
v increase of 4,568 in primary operations and an increase of 3,459 in re-vaccinations 


as compared with the figures of 1920-21. 


The number of successful vaccinations was 12,461 showing a decrease of 
7,184 as compared with the figures of 1919-20 and an increase of 1,521 as 
compared with the figures of 1920-21. 


5,043 vaccinations were performed in the Rangoon Central Jail (vide Table 
No. V.) 


7,262 children under the age of six were successfully vaccinated showing an 
increase of 822 and an increase of 587 as compared with the figures for 1919-20 
and 1920-21 respectively. 


The percentage of successful cases was 99-73 in primary vaccinations and 
49-21 in re-vaccinations. The corresponding figures for the years 1919-20 and 
1920-21 were 99-87 and 60°40 and 99°58 and 49-35 respectively. 


Staff.—The following changes took place in the staff. Out of four Super- 
visors sanctioned, three were appointed during the year. One of them after a 
short stay went on sick leave to Calcutta, over-stayed his leave and forfeited his 
appointment. The second resigned. In place of these, two extra Medical 
Registrars were taken on as a temporary measure. The services of two Medical 
Registrars were dispensed with and their places were filled in by others. 


Two extra Health Visitors were appointed bringing up the total to sanctioned 
strength of four. 


Cost.—The cost of each successful case in 1921-22 was 0-11-10 pies. In 
1919-1920 the cost was 0-10-6 and 1920-21, 0-13-4, 


The decrease in cost wasdve ina measure tono lymph having been 
 elpcenie from Bangalore and also to the Capitation grant, etc., being somewhat 
less than the preceding year. 


Lymph,—The quality of the lymph prepared in the Municipal Vaccine Depot 
was on the whole satisfactory. No complaints were received. 3,340 tubes of lymph 
were obtained from «Meiktila. The supply of seed lymph from Bangalore was 
discontinued. 


Prosecutions.—10 prosecutions for failing to report small-pox cases were 
instituted during the year and one prosecution under the Vaccination Act was 
instituted, 


Vaccine Depot Report for the Year 1921-22. 
Bnildings.—No alterations were made to the buildings, 


Establishment.—The establishment remains the same as in the preceding 
year. 


Inoculation.—No special experiments of any kind were carried out. 63 
calves were inoculated with seed lymph from Meiktila ; of these 1 failed to take. 


3 calves died before inoculation from Dysentery, Gastritis and Pneumonia 
respectively and 1 calf died after inoculation from Gastritis. 


Expenditure —Statement No. 1 shows the expenditure incurred. 
Statement No. II shows details regarding calves. 
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As usual no lymph was issued until the Veterinary Officer had reported that 
the post-mortems examination of the calf showed it to be free from disease. 


Out-put of Paste.—Details are given in Statement No. III. 


29,036 grains of pulp were obtained from 62 calves giving an average of 
468°32 grains per calf ; the average of last year being 457°50. 


45,745 grains of vaccine paste were manufactured and 1,750 grains remained 
over from the preceding year making a grand total of 47,495 grains. Of this, 
32,535 grains were issued to Municipal Vaccinators, 7,690 grains to Private 
Medical Practitioners and 6,090 grains were destroyed, leaving a balance of 1,180 
grains at the end of the year. 


5,100 grains of seed lymph were obtained trom Meiktila. No lymph was 
purchased from Bangalore. 


General Remarks.—There were no unfavourable reports received with 
reference to the lymph manufactured. The quality of the lymph taken asa 
whole was good. 


The percentage of primary successful cases was 99°73 as compared with 99:58 
in the preceding year.
